A young man with a stocking 
over his head and a silver- 
colored pistol forced two em- 
ployes of the Jack-in-the- Box 
Restaurant, Nameoki Road and 
Clark Avenue, into a cooler and 
took $76 from the cash register 
at 5:30 a.m.

Rain 
half of 
normal 


Drought conditions in the 
Quad-City area grew even 
worse during September with 
only .62 of an inch of rain 
recorded during the month at 
the Chain of Rocks locks where 
weather records are main- 
tained for the Army Corps of 
Engineers. 

It was the third month this 
year in which less than an inch 
of rainfall occurred, and the 
eighth in which total 
precipitation for the entire 
month amounted to less than 
the normal precipitation. 

Only one month so far this 
year brought rainfall that ex- 
ceeded the normal fall. That 
was March when precipitation 
of 2.69. inches was recorded 
against & normal of 2.34 inches. 

The other two months this 
year in which rainfall measured 
less than one inch were January 
and February and an identical 
precipitation of .46 of an inch in 
February. 

In April, only 1.14 inch of rain 
was registered against a nor- 
mal of 3.71, while in May there 
was 2.97 inches against a 3.73- 
inch normal. Rain during June 
totaled 1.12 inches (normal 4.27) 
and in July totaled 1.49 inches 
(normal 3.20). 

August rainfall of 1.64 also 
was well below the normal for 
that month, 3.02 inches. 

The September precipitation 
brought to 12.86 inches the total 
fall in the Quad-Cities 
the nine months of this year, or 
14.19 inches below the nine- 
month normal of 27.05 inches.

Stevenson urging major 
committee reorganization

Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson's 
committee last! week called for 
a sweeping reorganization of 
Senate committees in the 95th 

Congress. 

The Illinois Democrat is 
chairman of a 12-member 
temporary select committee on 
committees established in

study was announced by 
Stevenson and Sen. Bill Brock, 
R-Tenn., co-chairman. 

The reform plan approved by 
the committee would reduce the 
number of Senate committees 
from 31 to 15, cut the number of 
a senator’s committee and 
subcommittee assignments 
from an average of 18 to no 
more than eight and consolidate 
committee jurisdictions for the 
first time in 30 years. 

Such reform has been one of 
Stevenson's goals since he first 
came to the Senate. 

He and Brock said they hope 
the Senate will” make 
reorganization of the committee 
system its first order of 
business when it convenes in 
January 

“This is the most sweeping 
change ever seriously con- 
templated for the operation of 


the senate,” Stevenson said. 
“The last major 
reorganization, which took 


place in 1946, was mainly a 
consolidation of 19th and early 
20th Century precedents, and it 
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has become hopelessly outdated 
in the past 30 years.” 

Brock said: 

“No organization structure 
can be effective for all purposes 
for all times, but a workable 
structure is one that focuses on 
today's problems and allows, 
enough flexibility to meet them* 
and, at the same time, an- 
ticipates tomorrow's 
problems."’ 

They noted that costs of the 
legislative branch have in- 
creased from $351 million in 
1970 to $959 million for fiscal 
year 1977. 

The committee plan is not 
only designed to increase 
Senate efficiency but to reduce 
costs as well. 

Stevenson and Brock believe 
the plan will help the Senate 
develop comprehensive policy 
onsuch problems as energy and 
the environment, and for the 
first time consolidate respon- 
sibilities in such areas as 
transportation, human 
resources, science, technology 
and international economics. 

“The comrmittee,”” Stevenson 
said, “recognizes that some 
members are reluctant 
change the Senate’s way of 
doing things. But the work of 
every senator suffers daily 
from the duluge of committee 
and subcommittee assign- 
ments, conflicting committee 
meetings, and overlaps in 
committee jurisdictions.” 

Stevengon said better 
organization of the Senate's 
work ‘‘will enhance our ef- 
fectiveness and at least insure 
that disorganization does not 
prevent the public's work from 
getting done.” 

The select committee also 
recommended a computerized 
scheduling service and a 
revised Senate workday that 
would concentrate floor debate 
and provide more time for 
committee and subcommittee 
meetings.

An illustrated tour through 
France, reaching from Nor- 
mandy to Monaco, was 
presented last week by Mr. and 
Mrs. Alfred C. Stoever for 
members of Travelers Abroad 
at Prather Junior High School.

For a panorama of the entire 
city, one must ascend the 984- 
foot Eiffel Tower, the speakers 
said.

Scott running on his active record as attorney 
general; Partee cites his government experience 


State Senator Cecil A. Partee, 
55, 26th Illinois Legislative 
District, won over competition 
in the March primary election 
to become the Democratic 
nominee Nov. 2 for state at- 
torney general. 

“Sen. Partee was selected by 
his Democratic colleagues at a 
Dec. 4, 1974, caucus to be 
president of the Senate for the 
79th Session of the General 
Assembly, 1975-77. 

His caucus - nomination 
marked the third consecutive 
time that Senate Democrats 
had chosen Partee to be their 
party’s chief spokesman in the 
upper legislative chamber. 

‘After earning his spurs as a 
“‘backbencher"’ for 14 years in 
the legislature, Partee was 
selected in 1971 to be Senate 
president pro tempore and 
leader. He thus became the first 
black in the U.S. to head a state 
legislative chamber since 
Reconstruction, he relates. 

Democrats lost the Senate to 
Republicans two years later 
and Partee once again was 
selected by members of his 
party to be their leader, this 
time in the role of Senate 
minority leader 

With a Democratic majority 
in 1975, Partee again was 
named majority leader. 

Instead of president pro tem, 
he was to become Senate 
president—another historic 
first for blacks in this nation 

Running unopposed in the 
1972 general election, Sen 
Partee was reelected from 
Chicago's 26th _ Illinois 
Legislative District 
in January 1976 hi 
the General Assembly, having 
served 10 years in the House 
and 10 in the Senate 

Besides becoming the first 
modern-day black state 
legislative leader, Partee also 
was the first black in modern 
times to serve as chief 
executive of a state. 

Until a Constitutional change 
was implemented in 1972, the 
pro tempore assumed the role of 
acting governor when both the 
governor and the lieutenant 
governor were out of the state. 
Partee was acting governor on 
four separate occasions 

After his elevation to the pro 
tem post, operation ‘of the 
Senate was streamlined and put 
na more businesslike basis, he 
thelieves 

Committees were func 
tionally consolidated and 
reduced to a manageable 
number; there was an increase 
in professional staffing; and 
day-today administration of 
the Senate was upgraded and 
modernized, Additional reform 
has been initiated during my 
present term as president

Born in Blytheville, Ark., on 
April 10, 1921, Sen. Partee was 
educated in Blytheville public 
schools and received ‘a 
bachelor’s degree in business 
administragion at Tennessee 
State University in Nashville. 

He graduated cum laude, was 
president of his seriior class and 
edited the school paper. 

He went on to earn a law 
degree at Northwestern 
University, Evanston, Ill., and 
later “distinguished himself as 
a trial lawyer while serving as 
an assistant state's attorney of 
Cook County," associates 
recall 

During his tenure in the 
General Assembly, he has 
received ‘various awards and 
honors, including ‘most out- 
standing freshman senator" in 
1967 and ‘most effective 
senator" in 1971—both awards 
bestowed by well known ‘good 
government” grdups in the

Seekimg his third term as 
Illinois attorney general in the 
Nov. 2 general election, William 
J. Scott views himself as “the 
lawyer for all the people of 
Dlinis.”” 

His record in opposing 
swindles, monopoly conditions, 
“white-collar theft’ and ‘en- 
vironmental pollution ha’ been 
called the best of any top state 
legal officer anywhere in the 
U.S. since the nation was 
founded 

He is campaigning for re 
election on the bas!s of his eight- 
year record in office. 

Still relatively young, at 49, 
despite his long governmental 
experience, Scott had no op- 
position in this year's 
Republican primary balloting. 

Scott served as_ state 
treasurer from 1962 to 1966, and 
won four-year terms as state 
attorney general in 1968 and 
1972. 


Democratic National Com- 
mittee. 

He was among 
Illinoisans—three men and 
three women—elected to the 
national party organization and 
he was a key spokesman for 
Illinois Democrats at the 
party’s 1974 mid-term con- 
vention in Kansas City, Mo. 

In July 1973, Partee was 
elected chairman of the Illinois 
Economic and Fiscal Com. 
mission, a bipartisan panel of 
legislative leaders which has 
the major task of estimating the 
state’s revenue each year and 
issuing an economic forecast 
for Illinois 

The commission is considered 
one of the most important 
legislative agencies in state 
government. Partee held the 
post two years 

Recently on a’ tour of Israel 
and the Holy Land, he was 
made an honorary member of 
the Knesset Csraeli 
parliament) 

In the campaign for attorney 
general, Sen. Partee has 
campaigned extensively in 
Downstate Illinois and has cited 
his record as Senate president 

He has voiced dissatisfaction 
with the incumbent attorney 
general's performance, and has 
pledged that he would initiate 
procedural improvements 
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WILEIAM J. SCOTT 


In many respects, he is 
regarded as the titular head of 
the Republican party in Illinois, 
although still somewhat of a 
rival of U.S. Senator Charles H. 
Percy. . 

A past confrontation bruised 
both. Each sought the 1964 
gubernatorial nomination, with 
Scott losing a close primary 
race 

Although he won in the 
primary, Percy then lost to 
incumbent Gov. Otto Kerner 
who gained a second four-year 
term in the executive mansion 

In 1966, Percy successfully 
ran for the U.S. Senate and has 
remained there ever since. 

In the 1972 Republican land- 
slide, Scott received the largest 
vote total, 2,285,095, compared 
to Percy’s 2,246,047 

Percy won in all 102 counties 
while Scott prevailed in 98 of 102 
as they simultaneously won 
their Senate and attorney 
general races. 

Basicall middle-of-the-road 
politically, Scott has closer ties 
to the conservative GOP wing 
than does Sen, Percy 

But Scott has gained ex 
tensive moderate and liberal 
acclaim for his active role as 
attorney general 

During Scott's tenure, he has 
broadened the interpretation of 
the attorney —_ general's 
responsibilities and has sought 
to provide legal support for the 
‘underdog,"’ including state 
legal action to thwart Granite 


City fund-raising 
alleged to 
misrepresentation. 

He has filed numerous suits 
against groups and firms and 
has recovered large sums for 
local-level governmental 
agencies as well as for special 
financial accounts that were 
then put to use for varied 
constructive purposes. 

A graduate of the Chicago- 
Kent College of Law in 1950, 
Scott was admitted to practice 
before the Illinois Supreme 
Court the same year and in 1957 
was admitted to practice before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Scott served under Robert 
Tieken as a special assistant 
USS. attorney for the Northern 
District of Mlinois in 1959, 
conducting a federal crackdown 
on crime syndicate operations 
in Calumet City. 

During the four years he 
served as state treasurer, Scott 
initiated new investment 
policies for idle funds which 
resulted in record earnings. 

For the first time in history, 
he used the deposit of state 
funds to help depressed areas 
and to aid the economy in 
disaster areas. 

Scott served as a member of 
the Judges Retirement System 
and the Illinois Public Aid 
Commission, as well as 
treasurer of the toll highway 
Commission and the Illinois 
Building Authority 

As the only 
member of the State Electoral 
Board, in 1965, he won a series 
of major legal decisions in both 
the Illinois and U.S. Supreme 
Courts which resulted in suc 
cessful reapportionment of the 
Illinois state legislature. 

He has been one of the most 
active state attorney generals 
in U.S. history, taking par- 
ticularly strong stands on 
behalf of consumers and the 
elimination of environmental 
pollution 

Scott is a veteran of the Navy 
Air Corps, has served as an 
elder of the Presbyterian 
Church, a trustee of Mac 
murray College in Jacksonville, 
and chairman of the Evanston 
March of Dimes. 

He is a member of the Illinois 
and U.S. bar associations and 
has been active in the Illinois 
Bankers Association and 
Illinois Chamber of Commerce.

Better turn rules and light sequence may help but there 
is still a need to ease Nameoki traffic with a new road 


It seems unfortunate that the city 
government long ago failed to listen to the 
urging of the late Alderman R. E. “Mickey” 
Robertson, who pushed for provision of a 
road along the eastern side of the railroad 
right-of-way running through Granite City. 

Few people have anything negative to say 
about the plan, but it remains unac 
complished. In the meantime, officials and 
Gtizens are becoming increasingly con- 
cerned about Nameoki area auto 
congestion. 

The turn lanes and lights installed at 
Nameoki Road's intersection with Fehling 
and Johnson Roads have been of con- 
siderable help. Perhaps current ex- 
perimentation with turn regulations or 
traffic light synchronization can also be of 
some help, but the basic problem that 
remains is the excessive vehicular volume 

This is a better kind of problem to have 
than not enough people or traffic for a 
retail professional-financial center, but all 
parties see the need for better control and 
faster flow. The difficulty is in precisely how 
to achieve such improvements. 

What is needed is more opportunity for 
those who have no immediate mission at 
Nameoki-Johnson to bypass the in- 
tersection 

As it stands now, both Madison Avenue 
and Benton Street-Fehling Road feed autos 
into Nameoki-Jobnson. There isn’t much 
choice for thase trying to travel between the 
Granite City central business district at 
18tb-to- 21st Streets and various points in 
the outlying residential area, such as 
Pontoon Road. 


Partial remedies are on the horizon, 


imcluding the current extension of the Great 
River Road from Niedringhaus Avenue to 
Venice, the construction of Maryville Road 
south from Pontoon Road to Highway 162, 
and the erection of a 19th Street overpass. 

But these projects all will take time and 
none will be a full answer to the issue of 
motorists being forced onto the busiest 
portion of Nameoki Road not because they 
particularly want to be there but because it's 
the only available route. 

An a way to get to the Nameoki- 
West Pontoon Road area from Downtown 
or 25th Street or even Fehling Road could 
not help but be beneficial. 

At one time, it could have been put in 
inexpensively. And it might even be possible 
to do’so now, perhaps initially using in- 
dustrial slag or some similar surfacing 
material. 

A lot of carnest and detailed studies have 
been made on this topic by governmest 
agencies and community service groups. But 
each time that the goal of a new access road 
seems within grasp, something scems to 
happen to block it. Usually, this 

“something” has induded a frighteningly 
big price tag and a low priority rating 
compared with already scheduled street 
improvements. 

While the free right-of-way offers are still 
in effect, it would be ideal if somebody could 
assemble the other essential elements and 
make the road a reality. 

Surely the need is so great that no one will 
hesitate due to worry over who'll get the 
credit; everyone who has tried over the many 
years to expedite the work will share in well- 
earned praise once the new artery is in use.
